1997 Assembly Joint Resolution 80

ENROLLED JOINT RESOLUTION

To amend section 24 (3), (5) and (6) (a) of article IV of the constitutietgting to: the distribution
of the net proceeds of the state lottery and certain moneys received statthéhat are
attributableto pari-mutuel on—track betting and bingo (first consideration).

Resolved by the assembly, the senate concurring, That:

SecTioN 1. Section 24 (3) of article IV of the constitution is amended to read:

[Article IV] Section 24 (3) The legislature may authorize the following bingo games licensed
by the state, but all profits shall accrue to the licensgdrozation and no salaries, fees or profits
may be paid to any other ganization or person: bingo games operated by religious, charitable,
service,fraternal or veterans’ ganizations otthose to which contributions are deductible for
federalor state income tax purposes. All moneys received by the state that are attributable to bingo
gamesshall be used for property tax relief for residents of this state as provided .byf feev
distributionof moneys that are attributable to bingo games may not vary based on the income or age
of the person provided the property tax relief. The distribution of moneys that are attributable to
bingogames shall not be subject to the uniformity requirement of section 1 of articldivthis
subsectionthe distribution of all moneys attributable to bingo gastesl include any earnings on
the moneys received by the state that are attributable to bingo games, but shall not include any
moneysused for the regulation of, and enforcement of law relating to, bingo games.

SecTioN 2. Section 24 (5) of article IV of the constitution is amended to read:

[Article 1V] Section 24 (5) This section shall not prohibit pari-mutuel on—track betting as
providedby law The state may not own or operate any facility or enterprise for pari—rbettiab,
or lease angtate—owned land to any other owner or operator for such purposes. All moneys received
by the state that are attributable to pari—mutuel on—track betting shall be used for property tax relief
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for residents of this state as provided by.laie distribution of moneys that are attributable to
pari-mutueln-track betting may not vary based on the income oobtiee person provided the
propertytax relief. The distribution of moneys that are attributable to pari-mutuel onbetaig

shall not be subject to the uniformity requirement of section 1 of article VIII. In this subsection, the
distributionof all moneys attributable to pari—mutuel on—track betting shall include any earnings on
the moneys received by the state that are attributable to pari-mutuel on—track betting, but shall not
include any moneys usefbr the regulation of, and enforcement of law relating to, pari—-mutuel
on-trackbetting.

SecTioN 3. Section 24 (6) (a) of article IV of the constitution is amended to read:

[Article 1V] Section 24 (6) (a) The legislature may authorize the creafianottery to be
operatedy the state as provided by lawhe expenditure of publitinds or of revenues derived
from lottery operations to engage in promotional advertising of tiecdisin state lottery is
prohibited. Any advertising of the state lottery shall indicate the odds of a specific lottery ticket to
be selected as the winning ticket for each prize amodetenf. The neproceeds of the state lottery
shallbe deposited in the treasury of the state, to be used for property tax relief for residents of this
stateas provided by lawThe distribution of the net proceeddiut state lottery may not vary based
on the income omlge of the person provided the property tax relief. The distribution of the net
proceed®f the state lottery shall not be subject to the uniformity requireafeseiction 1 of article
VIIIl. _In this paragraphthe distribution of the net proceeds of the state lottery shall include any
earningson the net proceeds of the state lottery

Be it further resolved, That this proposed amendmelné referred to the legislature to be
chosenat the next general election and that it be publishe® foonths previous to the time of
holding such election.
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
